The Need for Food 


A Steady Market for Foodstuffs Is 
Assurred 


Reports of the production of food- 
stuffs in France during the past year 
indicate to what extent the older 
lands are becoming dependent upon 
the American continents for food. 
Roughly speaking, France seems to 
tave had barely half a crop this 
year, in spite of the great need for 
tood of all kinds and the difficulties 
of importing it. 

The fact is that for a number of 
years following the war, as well as 
for the actual period of it, Europe 
will have to buy every pound of 
foodstuffs the American continents 
are able to spare, Production is 
;nearly at a standstill in Europe. 
'There is no means of reinvigorating 
the soil in the customary manner, 
and the fertility of the fields has been 
practically destroyed. It will take 
years after world shipping is on a 
normal basis to restore the fertility 
of the fields of France, and Ger- 
many, and Belgium and_ Austria, 
Europe has tised up its credit, speak- 
ing agriculturally, England alone is 
able t)~ bring.” comparatively” new 
land under cultivation, and to do this 
England is destroying pasture land 
upon which in the past thousands 
upen thousands of cattle have been 
fattened. Impd6rttations will have to 
make up Europe’s requirements un- 
til fertilizers are uscd extensively to 
bring the soil back to the standard 
it once had. 

In live stock Europe has used up 
its credit too, Millions of cattle, 
sheep and swine have heen slaugh- 
tered. The breeding stock has been 
destroyed to supply the demand for 
meat and because of the high price 
;of feed. Europe will have to im- 
‘port new breeding stock after the 
war, and it can only come from 
America, Even then, until the stock 
is brought up to normal, all the 
meat consumed. will have to be im- 
!ported from this country, the United 
States and the Argentine. 

Western Canada’s future is assur- 
red, It rests with the western farm- 
to take full advantage of the sit- 
tion that has been brought about. 
‘There will be a_market for every 
pound of foodstuffs of any kind they 
can sell, That is certain, not only 
for next year, but for a number of 
years to come,—Saskatoon Star,

Belgian Armyisa Real Force 


Ten Divisions Strong, Well Organi- 
zed and Impatient to Fight 


Ten divisions strong, the Belgian 
army is ready to take its part in the 
offensive in Flanders whenever the 
word is given. The Belgian minis- 
ter of war told the Associated Press ' 
that the Belgian army was composed 
of 117,000 men at the beginning of 
the war, increased by 20,000 volun- 
jteers in August, 1914, and reduced to 
60,000 men after the battle of the 
'Yser. Since then, by the enrollment 
of Belgian refugees and the enlist- 
ment of volunteers, who have braved 
the live wire barriers on the Holland 
frontier, it has been brought up to 
ten divisions of well trained troops. 

“If our army has not undertaken 
operations of a wider scope up to 
this time,” said the minister, “it is 
because it does not devolve on it to 
decide the moment when these oper- 
ations should. begin. The army is 
only a part of the combined allied 
forces acting in ‘inion and in__ac- 
cordance with carefully developed 
plans, The army has yaliantly filled 
the roll, more ungrateful than glori- 
ous, that has been assigned to it. It 
has just proved by its bril'iant par- 
ticipation in the last offensive in 
Flanders that it is ready to attack 
with fervor and awaits impatiently 
the hour.” 

Summarizing the work of — the 
Beleian arm during the war and re- 
ferring to its difficulties and lack of 
equipment, the minister recalled that 
in August, 1914, the army had only 
one machine gun for each 1.000 men,

county battalions. The Scotch 
haven’t a monopoly on the 160th, for 
strange to say, a big percentage of 
the regiment’s strength is recruited 
from the German-Canadians of Han- 
over, Mildmay or Wiarton. But it is 
not too much to say that the Scots be- 
came the backbone of the battalion, 
Knew Hie County 

After Bruce county had sent hun- 
dreds of her sons to the fighting line 
the call came in November, 1916, for 
@ battalion of 1,260 men, to be recruit- 
ed within the boundaries of the county 
and to be officered by Bruce county 
officers. Lieutenant-Colonel A. Weir 
‘Was appointed officer commanding and 
he set about ig an energetic fashion 
to disprove the common belief that 
Bruce could not supply 1,250 men by 
the voluntary system. Nobody knew 
better than the oolonel the military 
possibilities of the district assigned 
to him, for in 1681 he entered the 
ranks of the Thirty-second Bruce bat- 
taliua and held every rank from pri- 
vate to colonel since that time, He 
knew where to expect the biggest en- 
Netment and where to apply the great- 
est pressure. He also knew where 
he could get a staff of competent 
officers, from the former Bruce boys 
Bow located in all parts of the con- 
tinent, 

Major From Kentucky 

Colonel Weir went to the United 
Mates for his second in command, 
Major Moffat. The major had been a 
soldier all his Hfe. He is a veteran 
ef the Spanish-American War and has 
held important military posts in Ken- 
tucky. He was inepector-general of 
te-militie there. .Major Moffat 
f# tke inventor of a hand grenade now 
being used in the fighting on the west 
front, It is constructed on the same 
principle as a shrapnel shell, timed 
to burst automatically five seconds 
after it leaves the thrower’s hand. 
Colonel Weir and Major Moffat proved 
an excellent recruiting team. The 
200th was organized long after most 
of the county battalions in Ontario, 
but by May, 1916, 1,250 men and offi- 
cers mobilized at Walkerton, in ad- 
dition to a base company of 100 men 
te which newly-enlisted men are con- 
sthntly being attached. /

@im Vaughan of Tigers Helped Keep 
Comrades Fit 

J, B. 8. Vaughan, commonly known 
es “Bim,” one of the most widely 
known and best trainers in Canada, 
enlisted for active overseas duty with 
the 206t hSportsmen’s~ Battalion. 
“Bim” was connected with the Tiger 
Football Club for fourteen years as 
trainer, and when the new Tiger war 
team was organized he decided that he 
would continue to be a Tiger in the 
new role of soldiering. He is an old 
athlete of fame, and many years ago 
‘was continually before the eyes of the 
public as a baseball player, boxer and 
trainer of athletea, boxers and wrest- 
fers, He took @ prominent part in 
eemi-pro, boxing bouts and gained 
eonsiderable notoriety. He also played 
with the Dominions and Ontarios in 
the southwestern league for four years 
as a pitcher, Sim Vaughan is prob- 
ably better known as a trainer than an 
athlete.

He Saw 


An American college student who 
served in the ambulance corps for 
four months at the western. front re- 
lates the following in the Yale Lit- 
crary Magazine: 

“The morning following this, the 
section went into C——, which vil- 
lage had been abandoned that night 
by the Boches. As we drove through 
the shattered town and past the Ho- 
tel de Ville a sight greeted our eyes 
which was worse than anything we 
had yet encountered, Stretched out 
on a number of planks that had been 
torn from the wall af a nearby house 
were three French poilus.
